A RELIABLE STATEMENT ON EUROPEAN 
CONDITIONS BY DR. TAIT BUTLER 
A recent iBsue of the Progressive Farmer, one 
of the most widely read atid reliable of all farm 
journals, has pripted a statement from Dr. Tait 
Butler, a foremost authority of farming in this 
country. 
Dr. Butler has just returned from an 
extended visit to European countries where 
he 
made a most careful examination, in the inter 
ests of American farmers and business men. The 
statem ent of Dr. Butler in part is as follows: 
As I have stated before, there will be large 
markets fob food products in Europe. 
The de­ 
mand and the markets will be there. We need not 
worry about the existence of a market, for the 
demand for large quantities of almost all kinds 
of food products will continue in Europe. 
In England, the farmers will not be able to com­ 
pete with the manufacturers in the payment of 
wages, and therefore will be compelled to continue 
the system of farming which calls for a Minimum 
of labor; this is, pastures, meadows and livestock. 
Of course, the American observer is going to bo 
forcibly struck with the waste and inefficient hu­ 
man labor in England, as everywhere else in Eu­ 
rope, but a better use of machines, power and hu­ 
man labor is not likely to materially change the 
sytem of farming and permit of maximum food 
production. , 
“But,” say many of our American observers of 
European conditions, “the people cannot buy our 
food products because of their poverty, or the 
economic conditions.” This seems logical, and is 
generally accepted, but it is not more than half 
true. One will experience some difficulty in find­ 
ing the reported poverty and scarcity of food con­ 
sumption in Europ. In fact, he will not find it 
at all, except in the slums of the large cities and 
it always has existed there, both in Europe in 
America, and perhaps will continue always. 
Of course, the governments of Europe 
are 
bankrupt. 
Those who had their property in se­ 
curities, mortgages, bonds, etc., are also “broke,” 
for these have been repudiated or paid in worth­ 
less money, but this class and some of the idle 
laboring people of England constitute about all 
the foundation there is for the universal Euro­ 
pean propaganda that she is so poor that she can­ 
not provide food for her people and gradually pay 
her debts.

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Ala­ 
terna, at a session held in 1923, has 
ordered an election by the qualified 
Hectors of the State of Alabama upon

A PROCLAMATION BY 
THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Ala­ 
bama, at a session held in 1923, haa 
ordered an election by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment, to the 
Constitution of Alabama, which 
is 
herein set forth, to be held af the gen­ 
eral t lection in November, 1924. and 
WHEREAS, notice of such election, 
together with the proposed amend­ 
ment, is required by law to. be given 
h l Jímchimiltion pf the Governor: 
NOW, THEREFORE, I William W. 
Brandon, Governor of the State 
of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di­ 
rect and proclaim that at the general 
election in November, 1924, an elec­ 
tion will be held for the vote of .the 
qualified electors of the State of Ala­ 
bama, In the manner, form and places 
required by law. upon the following 
amendment to the 
Constitution 
of 
Alabama, vfizt 
“Proposed Amendment No. 290. Mo­ 
bile County may become indebted and 
may issue bonds for the construction 
or improvement of concrete or better 
than concrete surfaced public roads, 
and concrete or better than concrete 
public bridges In «aid county, and for 
the construction of bridges and road­ 
way necessary to provide a public 
road for vehicular travel between the 
highlands 
of 
Mobile nnd Baldwin 
Counties, in an amount not to exceed 
•tx and one-half per centum of the 
assessed value of the property situa­ 
ted in Mobile County. 
To pay said 
Indebtedness and the interest there­ 
on, Mobile County may levy and col­ 
lect an annual tax on said property 
not to exceed one-half of one per cen­ 
tum of said value. 
The indebtedness, 
the bonds and the 
tax 
authorized 
hereby shall be in addition to those 
authorized by the Constitution of Ala­ 
bama prior to the adoption of thl» 
amendment.
